Ciceronian s Defeat McGill In 
Debate In Union Fri- 
day Night 



EXISTENCE JUSTIFIED 

Public Indifference To 
Senate's Activities Due 
To Calm Procedure 

Contending that the AUîlition of 
The Canadian Senate should be reject- 
ed In favor of judicious reform, the 
Clceronlans defeated McGill Junior 
Debating League in a debate Friday 
night in the Union- McGill represent- 
ed by Ben Shecter and John Peacock,! 
upheld the affirmative of the Resolu- 
tion, "Resolved that the Canadian 
Senate should be Abolished." Support- 
ing the negative, for Clceronlans, were 
Louis O'Sulllvan, and R. B. Fraser. 

Ben Shecter, In opening the argu- 
ment for McOlll, claimed that .since 
its creation, 300 men had been appoint- 
ed to the' Senate, and that not more 
than ten of them were great figures 
ir Canadian politics. For this rea- 
son, very little is known of the do- 
ings of the Senate. This body is pop- 
ularly supposed to protect the rights 
of th.3 provinces, but this, he claimed, 
û a fallacy. They already' have more 
power than they were originally intend- 
ed to have. 

The fact that its members- arç ap- 
pointed for life tends to produce some 
difficulty when a party opposed to the 
majority of opinion in the Senate, 
comes into power in' the Lower House. 
The Senate, h concluded, ; can no 
longer be compared to a stern father 
forbidding his son to adopt a. certain 
course. It has lost. all its effective 
.power, and is a mere clerk correcting 
errors in spelling and drafting- Its 
place could be taken by a few skilled 
lav/yers. 

Mr. Louis O'Sulllvan, for Clceron- 
lans, emphashed the fact that the 
r333on little is known of the doings. of 
ths Senate' is t : cause they. have no 
ûzilvç (ojr. publicity, -and conduot their 
'Crates "calmly and -quietly; ' He show-' 
. cd that- the purposes' of the Sëriate 
were threefold.

2. They furnished an equality of 
representation* unknown in tlie Lower

But progress 
has ;been towards .unity, and. many 
governing bodies have outlived their, 
usefulness. The. present superfluity of 
law and law-making bodies leads to 
national waste..

The extent, to 
which they follow superstitions may also 
be ascertained when we learn that faith 
healers, charm - hawkers, crystal-gazers, 
oodoo doctors and spirit mediums pick 
le national pocket to the tune of. millions 
nnually, despite police intervention. Thir 
shows how gullible many of us are, to be 
beguiled by downright fraud. Numerolo- 
gists, phrenologists, and their many co- 
f reres also seem toJse making a good living 
in thèse haçd James. 

Civilization at its best is nothing more 
than veneered savagery. Man despite his 
outward progress has always been a crea- 
ture of primitive passion and impulse, 
in this respect differs in no way fi 
Mstoric ancestor, who likewi 

his fetishes; although he was 
I at the same time to wade through 
, pze of primaeval forests and engage 
relentless battles with dinosaurs and 
pterodactyls. Ancestral taboos and an- 
cient instincts still cling to Man's blood 
stream and form an integral, part of him. 
That is why he, still is a slave to supersti- 
tions, although probably not to the same 
^ent as his ancestors. 

Common sense should show us all 
these hoodoos, jinxes and the like are 
Jthing more than a lot of piffle and that 
îr future is not determined irt any way by 
a lot of rabbits' feet or other lucky pieces.

Andreyev 



GOME nine or ten years ago, when Montréal 
^ théâtres were properly so called, and actually 
provided the thirsty Montrealer with good plays, 
"He Who Gets Slapped" was presented at His 
Majesty's by the Theatre Guild from New York. 
This is not the place perhaps to pour out old en- 
thusiasms and we may leaye it to Players' Club 
performance next week to excite new ones, but 
those who saw Andreyev's play then, will have no 
doubts about the possibilities it offers both player 
and audience. A packed house followed the per- 
formance in a species of trance and its applause 
afterwards seemed to indicate every kind of ap- 
preciation. 

Both Andreyev and his play are worth a. cer- 
tain amount of study. The man himself was a 
Russian, one of that band of notables that country 
is still throwing up, and his life is an array of ex- 
citements., spasms and abnormalities. As a youth 
he tried to* commit suicide by throwing himself un- 
der a freight train, but fortunately for theatre-goers 
and others, threw himself badly, and fell alongside 
the tracks, where he was stunned, but not killed. 
As a writer, a friend of Gorki's and others, and as 
a passionate Observer of lire in Russia, ha seems 
to have, spent a. great part or his life in brilliant, 
sometimes unintelligible talk. 

For twenty hours he and Maxim Gorki one 
night sat talking, telling stories — which Andreyev 
did with wonderful vividness and a humor that 
does not always seem to have got into hfs books — 
and arguing violently: and as they did so they drank 
tea by the gallon, - or, 'as they used to say in Russia 
apparently, by the samovar. 

Andreyev's lire was not ah easy, happy— in the 
bourgeouis sense — ' olr normal one, His imagina- 
tions, even in his books, and Stories, reveal an ex- 
traordinary mental state, and U wé are to believe 
his friends, they were even beyond thé bounds of 
the comprehensible in his conversation. He has 
been accused of laziness, but he has answered that he 
was "a sick man" and It is true at times' that the 
pen became far too slow a vehicle for the transport 
of his thoughts and visions. 

From such a man, therefore, one may expect 
extraordinary work, and this In many respects "He 
Wh Gets Slapped" is. He is a wise but disillusioned 
man, who, to escape the world when fate has 
simply played with him cruelly, becomes a clown in 
a circus. He, behind the motley and his quaint 
name can speak his thoughts fully. (His part in 
the show, incidentally, 'is to be slapped). 

He then falls in love with Consuelo, the girl 
whose beauty redeems He's disillusionment, as it 
were, and restores his capacity for love. But there 
Is the Baron, who wants to marry Consuelo, and 
wmst wealth attracts her father to the match, and 
ther;» is Bozano, the bare-back rider, also in, lore 
with Consuelo; and in the tussle for her hand, It 
is of course the Baron who wins. To Consuelo, the 
prospect of marrying the ghastly old gentleman 
grows more and more repulsive. The celebrations, 
the roses strewn in the ring by the Baron, the 
champagne healths. follow the announcement of the 
wedding, and in it all, Consuelo takes a more and 
more shrinking. part. This He sees, and determines 
to save her from the horror, and by so doing separ- 
ates Beauty from the Beast. — T.WX.M.

John Peacock, for McGill, defined 
the objects of the Senate as follows: 

1. To delay measures passed in thé 
Lower House. 

2. To review measures passed In the 
Lower House. 

3. To bring men into public life who 
otherwise would not get there. 

The first two of these, he said, could 
be dealt with by other agencies in 
Canadian politics. The third, was un 
necessary. He then proceeded to 'say 
that the only alternative to abolition 
is reform. Reform is impossible. 

R. B. Fraser, tor CIcéronlàns, claim 
èd that thé Senate was created to pro- 
vide a check upon hasty législation. 
He suggested as an alternative to abo 
litlon, constructive reform. He fut 
thèr stated that the Senate cannot 
permanently block any legislation 
which the people really desire, for they 
would express their opinion In the 
next elections. The decision was 
awarded to the negative.

At Sunday Concert 

Co-ordination, Volume, And 
Tone Mark "New World 
Symphony" 

PLAY IMPROVES 

Remind Students of Coming

Featuring the Dvorak Symphony No. 
5 in E minor— from "The New World" 
—the Montreal Orchestra gave another 
of Its weekly concerts of flne-mudc 
studiously played yesterday afternoon 
at His Majesty's Theatre. It seems 
usual to refer to many of the Orches- 
tra's latest attempts as going better 
than ever before, but this actually is 
the feeling imparted, and one Is again 
tempted to say this of the Dvorak. 

The direct appeal and comparatively 
straightforward melody of the "New 
World Symphony" may go a long way 
In promoting the popularity of this 
composition, but it needs, In addition, 
an orchestra which Is a well-controlled 
un:t In the hands of its conductor. To 
say the last about the Montreal Or- 
chestra is only fair, for It played with 
excellent co-ordination and an exqui- 
site sense of volume and tone. The 
restraint and care which characterized 
the performance of the Largo move- 
ment indicated a high degree of mu- 
sicianship* and with the third move- 
ment became the high spot of the con- 
cert- 

Warlock's "Old Song" 
The Vaughan Williams overture, 
"The Wasps," opened this concert of 
late nineteenth century music, with a 
fine show of technical brilliance and 
clear tone. The "Old Song" by Peter 
Warlock, music more In the nature of 
a tone poem, did not conta n as much 
Interest as the earlier numbers of the 
program, a fact which seemed reflect- 
ed In the manner with which it was 
played. The Wagner "Kllngsor's Magic 
Garden and the Flower Maidens", was 
also of this last flavour, but as it had 
greater range of melody and structure 
showed something of improvement.
